VAMA COAL MINE. 


Mor* Cruelty R eported from a Chi­ 
cago In stitu tion — R ailroad M at­ 
ters — R ow ing M atch.

C A N A D IA N R O A D S A M E N A C E . 


T h ey T a k e th e T ra d e fro m A m e ric a n 
B o a d s a n d C u t K ates. 


N e w Y o r k , May 9th.—The Senate Interstate 
Commerce Committee resum ed work this m orn­ 
ing. President Roberts, of the Pennsylvania 
road, testified th at since the United States had 
begun to regulate railroads by special legisla­ 
tion the Am erican roads had been placed at a 
disadvantage in com petition witli those of Can­ 
ada. The effect of the Grand T runk roads be­ 
ing independent of the legislation w hich affects 
those of the United States is a constant m enace 
to the latter. “• 1 don’t know th at at present the 
Canadian roads do any serious injury to Am er­ 
ican commerce, but they are in position to do 
so at aDy tim e m anagers s^e fit.” 
'“ W hat advantages have Canadian roads over 
those oi the United States?” 
“ The Canadian Pacific is heavily subsidized 
by the Governm ent to encourage the develop­ 
m ent of tne country. Both the G rand Truuk 
and the Canadian Pacific draw th eir supplies 
from England free of duty.” 
' C an roa Us in the U n ite d States be operated 
as cheaply as the C anadian roads'”’ 
” I here is considerable doubt as to the answ er 
to that question.” 
“ W hat rem edy h a re you to suggest as an 
am endm ent to the law that would place Am er­ 
ican roads and Canadian roads on an equality?” 
” 1 thiuk th at any loreign corporation doing 
business cere should be subject to the same 
laws as ihe roads of our own country. If the 
Canadian roads are perm itted to carrv traille 
in and out of the United States they should be 
m ade am endable to our law . Of course, we 
cannot oblige foreign roads to conform to our 
laws w hen out of the country, but w hile they 
do business w ithin our borders the same law 
should apply to both roads. In fact, 1 am not 
sure th a t foreign roads should be allowed the 
privileges they now enjoy in this country, even 
under these conditions. 
I cannot quite under­ 
stand why loreign roads should be allowed to 
go iu and out of the Lniled States w hile loreign 
vessels are not allowed to do a coasting business 
with this country.” 
Senator Gorman—There is a move on foot, I 
undetstand, to construct a through liue from 
the Pacific to th e A tlantic coast, to connect st 
either end w ith a subsidized line of steam ers, 
its object being to take the trade th a t comes 
irom China and Japan and transm it it to the 
Eastern coast. 
W hat chance in your opinion do 
the A m erican roads stand of controlling this 
trade? 
Roberts—Am erican roads have the first call 
on all such trade, and under equal conditions 
w ith C anadian roads could control it. 
Roberts stated th a t he was in favor of pooling, 
as only the different roads in com bination would 
keep the agreem ents. Under th e old svstem of 
pooling certain of the roads kept p a ito i the con­ 
tract, but the other conditions were violated. 
Senator Blair—T hen is not the true principle 
of railroad business com bination rather than 
com petition ? 
Roberts—Hardly; I am in favor of lair com ­ 
petition under proper legislation. 
If this could 
be brought about it would be m uch better than 
any pools. 
President W. C. Van Horne, of the Canadian 
Pacific, was called, and described the Canadian 
Pacific from H aliiax to Vancouver; thence, by 
the line of sud idized steam ers, to China, Japan 
and Australia. 
The Canadian roads com pete 
w ith Am erican roads for trade from San F ran­ 
cisco, Cbiua. Jap sn and Alaska, and some oi the 
trade from Ontario to M anitoba. 
Senator Cuiiom—W hat percentage of your 
traffic is taken from the United States? 
Van Horne—I do not know the exact figure», 
but aside from coal the percentage is very sm all. 
The transcontinental trade from China, Japan 
and the western part of the country over the 
Canadian Pacific is constantly increasing, 
it 
gets 10 or 12 per cent, of all Western aud Pacific 
trade. 
•‘The im pression is general,” said President 
Van Hom e, "th a t the relations of the Canadian 
Pacific w ith the Governm ent are exceedingly 
intim ate, but I assure you the relations are any­ 
thing but intim ate, aud not as cordial or inti­ 
m ate as those between the Pennsylvania road 
and th e Governm ent at W ashington. Nearly 
a ll our rails and m aterials cam e from the United 
States. We have no advantage over Am erican 
lines, although labor is som ew hat cheaper with 
us. The greater portion of our coal comes from 
Penosvlvania and Ohio, and therefore costs us 
m ore than it does your roads.” 
Van H o m e 
w a s fo llo w e d b y P re s id e n t a n d 
General M anager Newell ot the Lake Shore and 
M ichigan Southern. 
He tcsiified th at his road 
suffered severely from the com petitive practices 
of Canadian roads, and offered to furnish the 
Commission iaets of th e Grand T rank Railway 
in particular, w hich he said was now one of the 
largest carriers out of ( hieago. 
C hairm an Cuiiom accepted his offer. 
President and General M anager Ledyard, oi 
the M ichigan C entral, said his road was losing 
business rapidly by reason of the fact th at the 
Canadian roads were practically free to do as 
they pleased, w hile Am erican roads were let­ 
tered by the in b rstate com m erce law. 
Led­ 
yard was quite bitter against the C anadian rail­ 
roads, and favored special legislation against 
them .

TorEKA (Kan ), May 9 th .— At the annual 
m eeting of ihe stockholders of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa F'e Railway here to-dav, 631,­ 
811 shares of stock were represented. This was 
the lagest vote ever cast at a m eeting of the 
com pany, being 110,000 shares m ore than were 
ever before represented. A unanim ous vote 
was cast for the following Directors : Benjamin 
F. Cheney. W illiam B. Strong, A. F. Spear of 
Boston: C. K. Holliday, Topeka; T. P. Pure 11, 
M anhattan, Kan.: L. S. Everin, rm poria; Geo. 
C. McGown, Thomas Bar ng, New York; Oliver 
W. Peabody. George C. d o c k r, Boston; Edwin 
H. Abbott. Cambridge, N iass.; W illiam Libby 
and John J. McCook, Xew York. 
The last six are new m em bers elected in the 
dace of A. W. Nickerson, George O. Shattuek 
- T. Barr, W arren Sawyer, W. F. W harton and 
C. Codman, of Bruton. 
The annual report was presented, adopted, 
and ordered to be distributed to the stockhold- 
cra- 'Ih e newly-elected Board of Directors re­ 
elected the old officers. Subsequent ly the resig 
nation ofC. W. Sm ith. First Vice-President, was 
presented to take effect on June 1st and was ac­ 
cepted. At the request of Strong resolutions 
were passed transferring the President's office 
from Boston to Chicago. A num ber o f changrs 
In the by-laws were presented, and also a plan 
to provide lor a change iu the organization. 
I h e President s removal to the West to enable 
him to give his entire attention to the m anage­ 
m ent of the property, rendered it desirable that 
the tunetions oi the C hairm an o f the Board 
should be som ew hat enlarged upon the basis 
which has been found to work so w ell in the 
cases of other large systems. 
George C. Magoun was elected Chairm an of 
the Board, and Executive and Flnauce Com­ 
m ittees were also eletted, consisting of Ma- 
B°un, Strong, Cheney, Spear, Baring, Peabody 
an a Abbott. 
Before adjournm ent Strong expressed his 
thanks to the Board for this renewed exprés*.on 
confidence in his m anagem ent. And 
said his fullest powers would be devoted to pro­ 
ducing the best results by way of econom ies 
and the enlargem ent oi the business of the com ­ 
pany in the interest of the stockholders. The 
m em bers of the Board expressed th eir fullest 
confidence in his m anagem ent, and th eir deter­ 
m ination to give him their heartiest co-opera- 
tiou. w ith the object of securing the largest 
benefit to the stockholders. 


D E A T H O F G EN E R A L H A R N E Y . 


T h e O ld est O fficer o f th e U n ited State* 
A rm y C rosse* th e D a rk R iver. 
St. Louis, May 9th.—A private dispatch re ­ 
ceived this noon reports th e death to day, at 
Orlando, Fla., of General W illiam Selby H ar­ 
ney, th e oldest officer in the United States 
Army.

F o n d a war, distinguishing him self at Fort 
Mellon and in the deiense of a trading-house at 
Carlooaahaichir, July 2a. 1839. He com m anded 
several expeditions into the Everglades, au;l in 
December, 1840, was brevetted Colonel ” for 
gallant and m eritorious conduct ” 
He was al-o 
m entioned for his bravery at M edellin, Mexico 
March 25. 1847, and was brevetted Brigadi; r- 
Gencral for gallantry a t Cerro Gordo 
On Sep­ 
tem ber 3. Iscñ, he com pletely defeated the 
Sioux Indians a t Sand Hills, on the North Fork 
of the Platte river. Iu June, 185S. he was placed 
in com m and ot the Departm ent of Oregon, and 
on July 9,1859. took possession of the island of 
San Juan, uear Vancouver, which was claim ed 
by the English Govern ir.ent to be included 
w ithin the boundaries of British Columbia. A 
dispute w ith Great Rriloui and the recall of 
H arney followed. 
He was subsequently as­ 
signed to the com m and of the D epartm ent ot 
the West, and in April, 1861, w hile on his way 
from St. Louis to W ashington, was arrested at 
H arp ers F'er.y and taken to Richm ond, Va. 
Here he m et w ith m any old acquaintances who 
urged him 
to 
join 
w ith 
the South. 
On 
m eeting General Lee. Harnev said to him • 
• I am sorry to m eet you in this way.” Lee 
replied: ‘‘ General H arney, 1 had no idea of 
taking part in this m atter. 
I wanted to stay at 
A rlington and raise pototoes for my fam ilv, but 
m y fnends forced me into it." A sim ilar inter­ 
view took place w ith General Joseph E. John­ 
ston. B arney was speedly released and ordered 
to W ashington. On his return to St. Louis he 
issued several proclam ations w arning ihe peo­ 
ple of Missouri of th e danger of secession and 
the evils th a t would follow a dissolution of the 
Union. On the 21st of May he entered into an 
agre m ent w ith Governor Sterling Price, com­ 
m anding the Missouri m ilitia, to m ake no m ill- 


.fry m o'em ents so long as peace was m ain­ 
tained oy the State authorities. 
He was soon 
alter leueved of his com m and and was placed 
on the reared list August 1, 1SC3. On March 13, 
imm, he was breve'ed Major-General --fur long

H e could not 
tell w hat road he had traveled over from 
San Francisco to St. Louis, but in the 
course of his disjointed conversation he 
mentioned about being in El Paso and 
other points, which explained that he bad 
come on the Southern Pacific.

H e has now come to the last dollar in his 
pocket, and is seeking employment as a 
printer.

E L D O R A D O “ K IC K S .” 


O p p o sitio n to th e F la n s of th e L a n d a n d 
L u m b e r C o m p an y . 
The Placerville Democrat, under the head 
of "Sacramento county to be built up at the 
expense of El Dorado,” has the following 
editorial: 
W e had intended to say m uch on this 
subject this week, but our colum ns are 
very much crowded and we have reason to 
believe that if the Supervisors are in any 
doubt as to their duty in refusing to grant 
the petition of George W . Cumm ings’ syn­ 
dicate, the m atter will go over to the June 
meeting. 
We are always willing to give 
all parties a hearing if they have any argu­ 
m ent to advance, but there is but one side 
to this question. It is all turkey for the 
syndicate and buzzard for the county. 
We 
are not alone in this opinion. On last 
Tuesday and Wednesday we interviewed 
the business men of Placerville pretty gen­ 
erally and failed to find one who was not 
outspoken in opposition to the scheme. 
It 
is claimed by the petitioners that the grant­ 
ing of the franchise will create taxable 
property in the county, but they m ake no 
effort to point out how this is to be brought 
about. If they were proposing to put 
in a boom on the river so as to m ake it 
necessary to ship their lum ber, doors, 
blinds, etc., from the present term inus of 
our railroad; or better still, if they would 
induce the extension of the road to a point 
further up, where the river can be reached, 
and there establish 
the m anufacturing 
establishments they tell about, we m ight 
afford to consider the m atter. 
But there is 
nothing of this kiud proposed. 
A lot of 
non-residents have come into the coun y 
and bought from the Government our im ­ 
mense sugar pine forests, and then ask us 
to furnish them, w ithout compensation, the 
means of transporting this tim ber to a 
point outside of our county, there to be 
prepared for m arket. The granting of this 
franchise, under the statute passed by the 
last Legislature, would give the syndicate 
the same control of the river as had our 
old toll road men over their respective 
roads, and El Dorado county would receive 
nothing in return save the privilege of 
regulating the tolls to be paid by her citi­ 
zens for the use of w hat is now their own. 
The promoters of this scheme claim that 
their business will only require the use of 
the water of the river in the spring of the 
year, and therefore will not interfere with 
mining and irrigating ditches. Let us re­ 
mind our readers that if the petition is 
granted the company will at once proceed 
to put the river in order for its business, 
and if their little irrigating or m ining dams 
are in the way—and they certainly will be 
—they will be removed for twenty years at 
least. And further, all river m ining will be 
stopped. 
These things are asked that our tim ber 
may be removed to the great climatic detri- 
m entof our county, the money for which 
goes to the owners in other "parts of the 
State, and that gre>at m anufacturing indus­ 
tries may be established at Folsom, in Sac- 
ram entv county. 
We cannot afford it, and 
our Supervisors will never grant it. 


The V ile Cigarette. 
There can be no doubt that the excessive 
use of alcoholic stimulants is the curse of 
the land, as the smoking of nasty cigarettes 
is the vice of the day. 
Joe Howard has 
well put it when he says that the former 
is destroying our men and women, while 
the latter is dudeing our boys and girls.

THE CASE OF CAPTAIN MUEBELL. 


A large fund was raised in Philadelphia 
as a testimonial to Captain Murrell and 
other officers of the steamship Missouri, 
who rescued the passengers of the unfor­ 
tunate ship Danmark. The purse was duly 
delivered, but these gallant American sea­ 
men, whose humanity had been so signally 
made manifest, immediately distributed 
the entire sum among the passengers of 
the Danmark who had lost all the posses­ 
sions they had on the steamer, which, in 
fact, meant all they had in the world, as 
they were mainly emigrants, whose worldly 
goods in Europe had been disposed of 
and turned into necessaries for tne voyage 
and clothing for their families, with a 
small sum of money with which to start 
anew in America. 
It is now telegraphed 
that a large purse has been raised in Lon­ 
don for Captain Murrel. It is certain 
that the purpose of the contributors in both 
cases was not to attempt to reward the 
Captain with money for a deed of human­ 
ity, but by the purses to testify public ap­ 
preciation of heroism and charity, and to 
stimulate other men to deserve commenda­ 
tion by relieving distress. Captain Mur­ 
rell is reported to have said that what he 
did is not deserving of special recognition, 
because his action was only in the line of 
his duty. That is too modest a view to 
take of it. For very often the discharge 
of duty calls for as much of heroic sacri­ 
fice as the voluntary offering of one in the 
interest of another. Of course Captain 
Murrell wa« bound to extend aid to the 
suflérers of the Danmark, but he was not 
bound to take the risk he assumed in rescu­ 
ing them. He was not hound to give up 
his own voyage and sacrifice bis own cargo 
as he did in order to bring the sufferers to 
the nearest port. What he did do was to 
-ose two days in attempting to tow the 
disabled ship. He then cast away a large 
part of his cargo to give his own vessel 
capacity to carry the rescued, and thus 
ladened he sailed far out of his course to 
place the people with least delay in safety. 
The whole thing was a sacrifice of posses­ 
sions and self-interest for philanthropy 
without any legal right—or at least a 
doubtful one—to recover the money value 
of the property cast away. This one act 
required a courage that is of a high order 
in this day, when trade is so hard and 
rigid in its demands and business so severe 
in its discipline. Captain Murrell had be­ 
fore him his duty to his neighbor and his 
duty to his employers, and they were in 
conflict. 
He took advice of his sympathies 
and his humanity, and they decided against 
his employers and in favor of the call for 
help. 
It is creditable to the business 
world that the owners of the Danmark 
promptly came to the front of Murrell’s 
humanity and paid the full value of the 
cargo the Captain had destroyed to enable 
him to save the lives of the ship’s passen­ 
gers. It was an act of integrity, prompt 
and vigorous, and without the spur of pub­ 
lic sentiment to urge it, and hence deserves 
record among the good deeds of men. 


A n exchange says: “The French alliance 
n the revolutionary war was delicately re­ 
called at the centennial banquet. The 
menus were printed in French.” If they 
were printed in French for that purpose 
alone it was weakness, since any acknowl­ 
edgment due should have been made with 
that openness and fearlessness that is char­ 
acteristic of the American method. We 


v ere deeply indebted to Fiance in the rev­ 
olutionary days; we had not only her 
sympathy, but her material aid, and in the 
celebration of the centennial it was right 
and graceful to renew the acknowledgment. 
But to confine it to the printing of dinner- 
cards in the French tongue would have 
been unworthy of both France and the 
United States. They were so printed, 
probably, without any reference to the 
friendship of France for us in the days 
that tried men’s souls. 


' It is discreditable to the Government of 
the United States that with millions of 
dollars surplus in the Treasury, the mea­ 
ger salaries of the keepers of light-houses 
have to be scaled down in order to keep up 
the service, Congress having failed to ap­ 
propriate the sum necessary to pay these 
servitors of the nation, upon whose watch­ 
fulness and efficiency the lives of all who 
travel upon the deep in a great measure 
depend. Too much political activity, and 
too little attention to the necessary busi­ 
ness of the j>eople, are the causes of this 
humiliating condition of affairs—the Gov­ 
ernment of the nation that has been re­ 
joicing in its hundred years, bulletined as 
unable to pay the pittance due the men 
and women who keep the lani|xi burning 
for lonely Jack’s guidance from the stormy 
«.-a to the looked-for harlior.

In terestin g M eetin g—A m en d m en ts P ro ­ 
p o sed —V alu ab le C on tribu tion s. 
The California Museum Association met 
in monthly meeting on Tuesday evening, 
President Joseph Steffens presiding. The 
meeting proved a very interesting one, and 
kept the members until a late hour in con­ 
sidering qnestions relating to the institu­ 
tion and the many exhibits of natural his­ 
tory donated. David Lubin, C. E. Grunsky 
and Joseph Steffens each offered amend­ 
ments to the by-laws looking toward fur­ 
ther accessions to membership, etc. These 
were fully discussed. One of these pro­ 
vides that all members who have paid in or 
shall pay in dues to the amount of $50 
shall be entitled to life membership certifi­ 
cates and exemption. There are a number 
of members who, under this rule, will be 
entitled to life membership. All the pro­ 
posed amendments, under the State law, 
lie over one month. J. A. Woodson offered 
a memorial relative to membership admis­ 
sion to the gallery, which was adopted and 
sent to the Directors and Board of Joint 
Control for approval. C. E. Grunsky re­ 
ported that his efforts in behalf of the 
Museum Association to have all the trees, 
plants and shrubs in the Capitol grounds 
named and labeled botanically and in En­ 
glish, had been successful and had been or­ 
dered by an Act of the Legislature.

and winter hours, rates of admissions, etc. 
Mr. Lubin urged that a larger sign-euide 
be placed in the depot and exhibition 
building, and the suggestion was referred 
to the Directory. Contributions were then 
called for. Israel Luce, Sacramento, pre­ 
sented carp and catfish embalmed by the 
alkaline waters of Owens Lake. They are 
washed out of the river into the lake, then 
upon the shores of the lake, and there are 
preserved from decay by the strong alkaline 
properties of the water. 
He also pre­ 
sented the vertebra of a reptile known to 
Indians of Inyo county as the “ Side 
Winder,” from its peculiar motion; also 
pumice pebbles from Inyo county, and 
formations believed to be “lava,” but de­ 
termined by the meeting to be limestone 
incrustation of twigs in part, and in part 
limestone and sandstone concrete.

Fork of the American river, and anthra­ 
cite coal from the same section. It was 
questioned if any coal deposits exists on 
the river, and the belief expressed that the 
specimen had been dropped there by some 
one. Other members held that coal forma­ 
tions are indicated in the section named. 
Mr. Sawyer also presented a fine collection 
of crystals, flints, absidia, jasper, etc. H. 
H. McClaughey presented specimens of the 
recent flow of lava from Kitauea, sulphur 
and other minerals. S. C. Lubin of San 
Francisco presented a handsome collection 
of Arizona beetles, and some from Michi­ 
gan and California, all mounted for exhi- 
aition. S. Gereon presented a Hawaiian 
giant spider, with cocoon and the yonng 
hatching out. Dr. George Pyburn pre­ 
sented and explained a large collection of 
the flora and medicinal and other plants 
of Sacramento county, being the 170 con­ 
tributions by him to’the association’s herb­ 
arían. All were mounted and accompa­ 
nied by full explanation notes; packets of 
seeds, flowers in various stages of develop­ 
ment, etc.; also several specimens of Colo­ 
rado flora and plant life. The list em­

iala; Anemone dichotoma and multifida;

WHAT AXOTHER MIMsTER DOES 
XOT KNOW. 


P rejud ice Against the Sunday P ap er 
F ounded on Ignorance and 
Bigotry. 


The following communication was re­ 
ceived on Wednesday night too late for 
publication in yesterday’s issue: 
Eds. R e c o r d -U n i o n : I entertain a high re­ 
gard for the R e c o r d -U n io n as an exceedingly 
clean journal in the matter of news publication. 
I have a still higher regard for it. because its 
editorial mention has been generally on the 
sideof right and justice. I can say with th#Afta 
of San Francisco, that I wish it could have seen 
its way to avoid a Sunday issue. But since the 
management have deemed it necessary, under 
the present pressure of competition, as a m atter 
of business enterprise to make the change, 
I am sorry that it was not made upon 
that 
honest 
statement. 
Will you permit 
me to enter my protest against tne trivial 
disposition you make of this whole question 
of the 
Sunday 
newspaper? 
Believe 
me. 
sirs, there are not many ministers of the Gospel 
who do not consider the Sunday paper as a 
calamity. Surely you are not so blind to the 
widespread discussion of this question that you 
can dismiss it from the public mind by simply 
dubbing the ministry as bigoted and ignorant. 
When Charles Bradlaugh, the distinguished 
atheist and the advocate of English labor, 
stands side by side with the Archbishop of Can­ 
terbury in opposing the introduction into Lon­ 
don of the Sunday issue of the New York Herald, 
you will not toss their arguments aside as 
ignorance or religious bigotry. When Moses, 
for sanitary or religious or economical reasons, 
or for all these, commanded the Jews to rest on 
the Sabbath day, you will certs inly be willing 
to admit tne generalization that he did not 
claim to know tnat at 12 o'clock on a certain 
specified night the Lord completed his work in 
creating this universe, and that the man who 
honestly observes one day in seven as a day of 
rest is obeying in spirit the law of God as re­ 
vealed in the law ot Moses. It has been the 
custom among many in the part of the world 
where I was born to date Sunday from sunset of 
Saturday to sunset of Sunday. You know that 
it is periectly feasible lor all compositors to 
rest 
and 
woishiD 
during 
those 
hours 
and lay our paper at our doors at 6 o’clock on 
Monday morning. They would thus observe 
the Sabbath as it is interpreted In thousands of 
Christian households. Before you dispose of 
the ministry, who deplore the Sunday news­ 
paper, by dubbing them in the lump ignorant, 
narrow-minded, bigoted, etc., will you please 
answer for them the following questions. They 
are questions that will get answered in this land 
of freedom whether you find an answer for them 
or not: 
1. The gosnel of Christ is the gospel of hum an­ 
ity. In the name ol toiling humanity I am la­ 
boring to give every man comparatively perfect 
rest one day in seven. Can tne average com­ 
positor get that day of rest and publish a news 
paper seven days in the week? 
The tine 
Christian compositor must observe a day of rest. 
Under your new movement can such a Christian 
earn full wages for six days in your composing 
rooms and rest on the seventh ? Then, if not, 
you virtually advertise “No Christiau need ap­ 
ply.” 
2. My second question is along the same line. 
Foremen in the great manufactories, when 
large orders are at hand are now saying to 
their men, "Yout must be here to-morrow 
{Sunday) or you need not come on Monday.” 
To such an extent is this carried that at the 
present time three and a half million men in 
the United States are engaged in Sunday labor, 
the most of which is unnecessary. All this is in 
the line ot competition and you know enough 
about political economy to understand that in 
the long run it means a leveling of wages, so 
that seven days’ work shall purchase no more 
for the workingman than the present fix days' 
work. When that time has come: when from 
our poorly-paid masses the cry for bread is as 
the sound of many wa'ers; when from our toil­ 
ing and burdened millions the cry for rest is 
as the roar of Niagara; will you satisfy their 
claim or satiate their hate by the sneer of ignor­ 
ance and bigotry? 
3. The business man needs rest from commer­ 
cial and industrial news: needs rest irom all 
business excitements and excitements on the 
Sabbath if be is to live out his days. The fash­ 
ionable world needs rest from society tew s and 
social detail one day in seven if it Is to main­ 
tain any zest for life. If this Is true, the tele­ 
graphic news is not needed for a Sunday paper, 
and all the reading m atter necessary lor that 
day can as easily be published in the Saturday’s 
issue. How, then, can you answer lor the labor 
imposed upon carriers, upon thousands of re <vs- 
boys. upon the railroad employes who are 
obliged to run trains in some States very largely 
to carry the issues of the great dailies ’ W ien 
men like Vanderbilt and other great railroad 
magnates are working industriously to solve 
the problem, “ How can we reduce Sunday 
work and give our employes a day of rest '.”’ are 
protestations like this to be set aside by the 
sneer of bigotry? 
' 
Your owu Colonel Forney (who will never be 
indicted for piety) closes, in his Philadelphia 
paper, a description of a Parisian Sunday with 
these w ords. “ This Is Paris on Sunday ; when 
that day of rest is dishonored in America as it 
is here, freedom will have gone from us for­ 
ever.” You will not overlay these words with 
e charge of narrow-mindednes. When Gen­ 
eral Grant was worn and ill, and a certain rail­ 
road tendered him a special engine and car for 
a run to Long Branch on Sunday he replied, “ I 
have never yet found it necessary to travel on 
the Sabbath day.” When Professor Tilden ad­ 
vocated the running of horse-cars into some 
English suburbs on Sunday, Dr Parker, of the 
Temple, London, replied : "I second the motion 
and make the amendment that Professor Tilden 
serve as one of the Sunday drivers.' 
There is a 
day of judgment coming in America for the 
Eeat enterprises that are so working the secu- 
rizatlon of our Sunday that millions of hard- 
worked men are compelled to add another day 
of toil to their long week of drudgingthat other 
millions may indulge in case and needless 
pleasures. No little petty quibbling like that of 
“ Sunday work for Monday papers,'^will annihi­ 
late the fact that (he Sunday paper robs the 
compositor of his day of Immunity from toil. 
The preacher finds his hardest day’s work 
upon the Sabbath: but Monday offers him 
a 
day 
of 
rest, 
and 
if 
he 
is 
honest to himself and true to nis God he will 
observe it. If our great newspapers could dis 
pense with a Monday paper in spite of the de­ 
m ands of trade, they should do i t ; if not, then 
let them disregard 
this nineteenth-century 
craviug for excitement and ceaseless amuse­ 
ment and give their employes a Saturday of 
rest, or prove traitor to God and humanity. 
I do not send out these hasty words as a treat 
ment of this stupendous question, that lies at 
the very root oi American liberty. They are 
simply a few hints to your readers that the 
principle of unremitting toil and business un­ 
derlying this question is not to be disposed of in 
a half column tossed off before breakfast.

The Rev. Mr. Merrill, as will be seen, 
has taken u p a g reat deal of valuable space 
in which to say very little, but we have 
published h is communication in full in 
order that c u r readers may see for them­ 
selves how little knowledge he possesses 
on the subject u p o n which he writes, i. e. 
the work o f p u b lish in g a Sunday news­ 
paper. 
A t the outset we wish to say that we 
should have expected of a gentleman of 
his profession, that if he chose to hack his 
position by quoting some one else, he would 
a t least have had the fairness to quote cor 
rectly. The San Francisco Alta said noth­ 
ing about “ avoiding a Sunday issue. 
Here is wbat the Aha said : 
The R kcord-Union will horeaficr be issued as 
n seven-day paper. W e would rather be able to 
announce that all the seven-day papers were 
about to issue only six 'lays in the week. But as 
we cannot do that we note the spirit of the 
R ecord-Union, which is determined to be at the 
head of the procession. It is a credit to the 
Capita), and to the journalism of the State, and 
an unswervablc advocate of the interests of the 
great interior, where the productive forcea of 
the State are and are to be. Long may it press 
forward. 
Mr. Merrill's communication contains 
many statements ot irrelevant matters to 
which we have neither time nor space to 
give attention. It is do concern ot otirs that 
Charles Bradlaugh, an ^English atheist of 
odorous re p u ta tio n , does not like the New 
York Herald, but w e will endeavor to an­ 
swer fully all of the questions asked which 
pertain to the subject in hand—the publica­ 
tion of the S acram ento S unday U n io n. 
The first question asked is : 
Can the average compositor get that day of 
rest, and publish a newspaper aeveu days in a 
week? 
Certainly he can, and v>U1The reverend 
gentleman could not have asked a question 
which would more completely expose his 
lack of knowledge, or “ ignorance.'’ of the 
subject on which he writes. If he knew 
anything about our business, he would 
know that very few compositors on this 
paper, or any other morning paper, average 
more than five days' work in each week. 
Thev invariably work by the piece, and by 
a system of “ subs.,” or substiiutee, lay off 
any night they choose. They may work 
one night in the week, or six, as they 
S 
lease, getting pay for what they do. We 
o not wish them ’ to work seven nights in 
the week, for we are well aware that a man 
who attempts to work seven consecutive 
days ia not likely to give as good service as 
one who takes needed rest. 
In this connection it will probably be 
news to Mr. Merrill to learn that in mak­ 
ing arrangements for the publication of the 
S u n d a y U n io n sufficient extra force has 
already been engaged so that every person 
employed on the paper by the week will 
be relieved from duty one full day of 
twenty-fonr hours in each week and re­ 
ceive the same pay as heretofore. Thus, 
when the reverend gentleman admits that 
all he desires is that men shall have one 
day of rest each week, whether it be on 
Sunday or some other day, his arguments 
have no force whatever as applied to this 
E 
per. 
We might add. what everybody 
ows who has read the R e c o rd -U n io n 
that we have maintained the necessity for 
one dáy of rest in the week, and shall con 
tin re to do so, and repeat that we yield to 
nom> in our regard for Christian principles 
or our svmpatbv with the legitimate work 
of the priests and apostles of pure religion. 
Under your new movement, can such a 


do earn, working five or six days in the week, ! 
all the way from $25 to $40 a week each, 
and that none of them will work seven 
nights. Therefore there is no bar against 
Christians. 
The paragraph marked “ 2” is not a 
question, but a statement of what may or 
may not be a fact. We are inclined to 
thiDk it exaggerated. At all events it has 
no bearing on the case, for our men are not 
asked to work seven days. Referring to 
the 
use of 
the 
words “ ignorance” 
and “ bigotry ” which 
are mentioned 
several times in the communication, we 
beg to say that we did not ” dispose ot the 
ministry who deplore the Sunday news­ 
paper, by dabbing them in the lump ignor­ 
ant, narrow-minded, bigoted, etc.” We 
have made use of no such language in con­ 
nection with the ministry; but we do say, 
now, that two ministers' have shown over 
their own signatures the densest ignorance 
of a subject on which they have written, 
and in persisting in it after their error has 
been pointed out to them, have come 
within Webster’s definition of “ bigot”—“a 
person who is obstinately and unreason­ 
ably wedded to a particular creed, opinion, 
practice or ritual.” 
Paragraph “ 3 ” is entirely irrelevant to 
the question of the publication of the 
S unday U n ion. 
If Vanderbilt wants to 
solve the problem, “ How can we reduce 
Sunday work and give our employes a day 
of rest?” let him follow our plan and give 
employment to enough men to allow each 
one to have a day off, as we do. Bnt Mr. 
Merrill is also solicitous about rest for the 
business man and the “ fashionable world.” 
How about the poor man whose work dur­ 
ing the six days of the week gives him no 
other opportunity to improve his mind 
except on Sunday ? Does it not strike Mr. 
Merrill that a good, clean, well-conducted 
Sunday paper will be a great boon to the 
laboring man when he arises on Sunday 
morning, enabling him not only to get the 
news of the day, bnt to store his mind with 
useful knowledge ? Or is there a fear that 
these people will so enjoy their paper that 
they will not go to church and contribute 
their mite to its support? There need 
be no fear of the latter, because the paper 
can be read and cast aside before it is time 
for attending church; and we hope to 
make it an influence to keep people away 
from improper and vicious practices and 
amusements, and thus aid the work of the 
ministers. Space will not permit us to re­ 
fer at length to the numerous inconsistencies 
in the communication, the curious mixing 
up of the Sabbath and Sunday, as if they 
both referred to the same day in the week", 
the irrelevant quotation 
from 
Colonel 
Forney and the pointless reference to Dr. 
Parker’s sarcasm. It has been shown that 
none of them apply to the publication of 
the Sunday U nion. 
The statement that 
the Sunday paper robs the compositor of 
his day of immunity from toil,” we think 
' "annihilated” in the foregoing. 
Mr. Merrill’s crowning statement is that 
the preacher finds his hardest day’s work 
upon the Sabbath : but Monday offers him 
a day ot rest, and if he is honest and true 
to his God he will observe it.” We were 
not aware that this was the enstom among 
ministers, but we do not pretend to such 
an intimate knowledge of their affairs as 
some of them think they have of ours. If 
the position taken by Mr. Merrill is simply 
that he favors giving men one day of rest 
each week, then there is no controversy 
between us, for it is our intention that each 
employe of this paper shall have one full 
day off each week. 


M B. CHURCH 
AGAIN. 


Hia Claim T hat H e ia M isrepresented 
Shown to be H ollow . 
City Attorney Church claims that the 
R ecord U nion has put him into a false po­ 
sition ; that he has never said that the 
county is superior to the city in this matter 
of issuing licenses. Here is what he did 
say over his own signature: 
As I said to you last Monday, the general snb- 
Íect matter is in proper form, but still it is really 
mneombe, so lar as effect is concerned. The 
city of Sacramento is a part of the county of 
Sacramento, and the county licenses cannot be 
ignored in considering this matter. You may 
refuse to issue city licenses to certain places, or 
you may revoke th09e already granted for good 
reasons, but the same places will, in all proba­ 
bility, run under a county license. 
He added that the right thiDg to do was 
for the Trustees to consult with the Super­ 
visors and get the latter to agree not to 
license places the former wished to close up. 
W hy? Because he, Mr. Church, held the 
county licenses to be snfficient to protect 
anyone in doing business without a city 
license. If he did not so hold, why ad­ 
vise the Trustees to consult with the Su­ 
pervisors ? 
If a city business cannot be carried on 
without a city license, as is the fact, why 
consult with the Supervisors ? Mr. Church’s 
wits went wool gathering and his claim 
that he has been misrepresented deserves a 
harsher reply than a mere denial. The 
R ecord-Union presented the facts just as 
Mr. Church rnaae them, and in no particu­ 
lar misrepresented him. His written opin­ 
ion is on file with the City Clerk, and 
speaks for itself. His advice was given to 
the Trustees, and their President testifies 
to the understanding had by the Board of 
Mr. Church’s advice by saying in an offi­ 
cial letter to the Board of Supervisors : 
As the case stands at present, the Board of 
Trustees has the power to aunul such city li­ 
censes that may have been issued to any saloon, 
but the same saloon is protected by the county 
license which it is also obliged to secure. 
If Mr. Church still insists that the R ec­ 
ord-U nion misrepresents him, let him 
specify in what particular.

Governor Waterman yesterday issued a 
pardon to Dot Anderson, the young girl 
convicted at Galt recently of the theft of a 
dress, and sentenced to imprisonment for 
four months in the county jail. 
Mrs. 
Wasserman, who had interested herself in 
the girl’s behalf, succeeded in raising about 
$60 for her, with which to provide herself 
with clothing and pay her way to Oregon. 
The Howard Benevolent Association had 
set apart the sum of $15 for the girl, but it 
was returned by Mrs. Wasserman, she hav­ 
ing received a sufficient sum from chari­ 
tably-inclined citizens. 
The girl was released from jail and taken 
to the residence of her benefactor, who will 
see that she leaves the city amply supplied 
with the necessities for her journey to her 
friends. The Governor’s pardon reads as 
follows: 
" This young woman is 18 years of age, 
an orphan and friendless. She quitted her 
school last December, and after traveling 
about the State for a few weeks with some 
companions, into whose company she had 
fallen, she arrived at the town of Galt in 
this county, where she stopped at a hotel, 
and the next day after her arrival com­ 
mitted the offense for which she suffers 
imprisonment—that 
of appropriating a 
dress belonging to one of the inmates of 
the hotel. 
‘The young woman appears to have a 
;ood education, and apparently is well- 
>orn, and in her present quarters she is 
subjected to the contamination 
of the 
lowest scum of society, and any moral 
sensibilities she may posses will soon be 
ruined by such companionship. In view 
of these circumstances, and the fact that 
this is her first offense, and that she 
Meaded guilty, I have concluded that she 
las suffered sufficient punishment.”

TR IA L O F T B K CRU ISER. 


To-D ay th e C h arlesto n W ill M ake H er 
T rial of Speed. 
Santa Barbara, May 9th.—It has been de­ 
cided that the cruiser Charleston will weigh 
anchor uud start south to-morrow morning. 
The mechanical engineers employed by the 
Uuiou !rou Works have been workiug over the 
crosshead, which developed some friction early 
Tuesday, to remove auv rough portions, and 
provided the eugiues work as smoothly as dur­ 
ing the final run to this point, the forced 
draught will be employed upon the engines 
and the ship be driven at full speed in the at­ 
tempt to demonstrate the burse-power of her 
compound engines. 
This final test will only be entered upon in 
the event that the machinery is in a smooth 
working condition, and if it is not the cruise 
will lie pro'racted fur one day louger before 
putting the engines to the supreme test. 
. The testing point will probably be from the 
point off Ventura north to Point Conception, 
and, ;f the trial dues not meet with the full ex­ 
pectation of the builders and the Naval Board, 
a return may be made to this harbor. Other­ 
wise the ship will probably proceed on her way 
north. The (iovemment engineers have esti­ 
mated that the maximum horse power devel­ 
oped yesterday was about S.00P, which drove 
the ship by comparative records beyond the 
speed required by the English-buiit cruisers, 
for Japan under similar conditions. According 
to the published reports the maximum speed 
required by the Charleston beiug in excess of 
fourteen knots, the eugiues of the Charleston 
making seventy revolutions, pushed the ship to 
the speed of thirteen kuou, while the compan­ 
ion ship in the Japanese navy with seventy-two 
revolutions made less than twelve knots. If the 
engines work as smoothly as during the con­ 
cluding portion of tlie southward run, the feel­ 
ing ¡ippeurs to prevail among those in charge of 
the ship that she w ill meet the Government re­ 
quirements of 7,000 Uorse-powcr. 


SUTTER AND YUBA. 


G eorge O hleyei'a O pinion of th e Crop 
P ro sp ects. 
M arysville. May 'J'.h.—George Ohleyer, editor 
of the Sutter Farmer, whose opinions" on crop 
prospects are always conservative aud valuable, 
says ho believes the damage to grain on summer 
fallow by the late storms will not exceed from 
tiTe to ten per cent. The winter-sown grain will 
be benefited more than that, so that since the 
winter sown and summer fallow are in about 
equal proportion this season, the general result 
ol the late rains will be an improvement in the 
crop. He says the north wind for the past few 
days destroyed all the dangerof ru-t, which is of 
rare occurrence here and that the present indi­ 
cations are very fine, as good as he has known 
in his long experience 
Yuba's prospects he 
considers above her average, and Sutter is likely 
to have as large a yield as in any previous year. 
What little hay was cut in tlie fields before the 
rain w as damaged, but the hay crop will be 
fully up to the average. 
Mr. • hleyeris opinion is now getting to be 
generally shared in view of the very favorable 
weather of the past few days. 
At a late hour this afternoon fire in the 
woolen mills occurred from a spark caused by a 
steel tooth striking a bit of rock in the eleansiug 
machinery aud coming in contact with inflam­ 
mable material. The damage is only about S100. 
William Hood and Arthur Brown of the 
Southern Pacific Company have been viewing 
the Northern California extension in Sutter 
COUDty ami tlie route from theeud of the track 
to the crossiug of the Sacramento river at 
Knight's Landing.
